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General Information: 

On August 20, 2014, the Government of Russia issued a decree amending the list of banned agricultural 

products from the United States, Canada, European Union, Australia, and Norway, to  exclude certain 

agricultural items such as Atlantic salmon fry and trout fry, seed (i.e., potatoes, peas, hybrid sweet corn, 

onion), biologically active additives, vitamins and minerals designed to compensate for the lack of 

vitamins and minerals in the human body, flavors, protein concentrates and their mixtures, fiber 

supplements, food additives, and lactose-free dairy products.

About amendments to the list of products, raw materials and food, which are prohibited for 

import into the Russian Federation for the period of one year 

 

Decree No. 830 of August 20, 2014 

 

Background information 

 

Contributed by the Ministry of Agriculture of Russia. 

 

According to the results of the analysis of the commodity market of agricultural products, raw materials 

and food, the possibility of import substitution, and taking into account the interests of specific groups of 

the population, individual headings under the ban in accordance with the Government Decree No. 778 of 

August 7, 2014 “On the measures to implement the Decree of the President of the Russian Federation 

No. 560 of August 6, 2014 ‘On the application of certain special economic measures in order to ensure 

the security of the Russian Federation’” have been adjusted. 

 

The list of agricultural raw materials and foodstuffs originating from the United States, European Union, 

Canada, Australia and the Kingdom of Norway, which are prohibited for import into Russia for the 

period of one year (hereinafter - the List) has been adjusted to exclude separate headings for which there 

is a lack of or insufficient domestic supply for the imported components used in the production of 

socially important groups of food products, or products of key importance to ensure the development of 

priority agricultural production. Specifically, the following items were excluded:  seed materials 

(potatoes, peas, hybrid sweet corn, onion), biologically active additives, vitamins and minerals designed 

to compensate for the lack of vitamins and minerals in the human body, flavors, protein concentrates and 

their mixtures, fiber supplements, food additives, and lactose-free dairy products.

Also excluded from the list are smolt, i.e. Atlantic salmon fry and trout fry. This will ensure that there is 

available capacity for commercial fish farming. Domestic production of smolt now can cover no more 

than 5% of the existing needs of commercial fisheries. 

 

The decisions taken will protect the interests of Russian producers and the interests of specific groups of 

the population without compromising the achievement of the goals of the Decree of the President No. 

560 of August 6, 2014 “On the application of certain special economic measures in order to protect the 

national security of the Russian Federation.”
